He imposed 
draconian law and order, and 
launched a r δ of austerity that 
has not only- pened the sump- 
tuous and affluent way of Georgian 
life but also dug deep at the cultural 
roots that are its origins. 

But to from sharp word- 
ing of the lateat Kremlin edict, he 
has not swept clean nor dug deeply 
enough to satisfy the men in 
Moscow. 

He has met considcrable 
resistance. And this resiatance has 
strong politica! and national over- 
tones because of the apparent 
Russifying aspects of the purge. 
During the past two years there have 
been almost 100 incidents of arson 
and bombing of public bufldings.

BERLIN — Kari Schmidt-Rottlutt. a 
leading German expressionist 
painter whose works were banned by 
the Nazis has died aftera long illness 
In a West Berlin hospital, elty of- 
fielals reported.

Classes meet 
for two hours and in some courses, 
such as sewing, the women can use 
centre facilities like sewing 
machines di certain hours. 
“Before we offering these 

courses to al} our 500 potential 
clients, the Ministry of Welfare will 
probably send us new 
programmes,"* Mrs. Blumenfeld 
said. Among the activities planned 
for the future are a thrift shop (with 
clothes to be sent from B'nei B'rith 
lodges overseas}, and lectures and 
entertainment. Emphasis will re- 
main, however, on practical family 
skills; there are other organizations 
for the rest. 


THOUGH THE PROGRAMME is 
coordinated and funded by the 
Ministry of Welfare, the B’nel Brak 
municipality has played an impor- 
tant part in offering both financial 
and moral support. Deputy Mayor 
Shmuel Weinberg, who holds the 
community work portfolio, has taken 
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our own Yon{ — the survival and the 
sovereignty of Isrzel have depended 
on the sword of Israel. wielded by a 
few of her song. and on the 
willingneas of those sons to grasp 
this sword and raise its heavy 
burden.

BECAUSE ABOVE and beyond 
arms, men, or experience, 
beyond the delicate balance between 
daring and circumspection, im- 
agination and responaibility that is 
required for military planning and 
action — deyond all these qualities, 
it was the indomitable spirit of Israel 
that was on tria! at Entebbe. and it 
was this that stood the test, despite 
the heavy cost." 

We can never bring Yori the man 
back to life. But Yoni the symbo! of 
our heritage, the spirit, the warm 
heart thirsty for knowledge, the faith 
in the rightness and value of the path 
he had chosen, and the willingness to 
throw his life into the balance — all 
these are ours, if we wish, to adopt 
and to cherish, to bequeath to those 
who come after us. If we fail to do 
this, we will have shirked the obliga- 
tion which his death has placed on 


us. 

But if we are able to honour all 
these things, we will have erected to 
Yoni 2 memorial more significant — 
and perhaps even more beautiful — 
shan. any other which we might con- 
ceive. : 


a great personal interest in the 
programme, and his wife Esther, 
whe runs a rest home for mothers 
with new babies, is a driving force 
behind the project. 

Hannah Blumenfeld believes the 


programme has great potential for 


making the women involved more in- 
dependent. Though they are receiv- 
ing a service, she points out, it is not 
ἃ passive receiving, as at a welfare 
office. '""Mamash" women soust put 
a great deal of effort into org: . 
and carrying out th 
own activities. There is also a 
charge, albeit only a token one, for 
every service provided. ‘ 

The most important question is 
how the women themselves feel 
about the centre. "I'm learning 
many things I didn't know before,” 
one mother of five said. “‘Who would 
ever have thought you could make 
such a delicious salad out of apples 
and beets?"’ 

A mother of six, one of the few 
Oriental women in the group, said 
she can barely get away from her 
housework for the two-hour sewing 
class, and therefore could not take 
another class at the same time. 

Home-making is what interests 
these women. The cooking and sew- 
ing they do at the centre, however, is 
not what they do all day at home. ‘At 
home, I always cooked chicken and 
the same things over and over," said 
one woman. “Now I'm learning to 
cook new things. I’m having fun, and 
the family is enjoying meals more.” 

Some of the women's husbands are 
yeshiva students; these women have 
to work to support their families. 
The fact that they still find time to 
come to the centre is a good indica- 
tion of its worth and attraction.
